Report dated March 23, 1988, from Mr. I. W. Scott, Commissioner of 
Recreation & Parks, with respect to a proposal to install an air supported 
bubble over the tennis courts in Kennedy Park (Applewood Tennis Club). 


At present, the City does not operate any indoor tennis facilities other than 
programs operated out of school facilities. However, with the recent closure 
of Cobblestone Courts, the Applewood Club feels there Is still a demand for 
low cost indoor tennis. 


City staff have met with representatives from the Club to discuss this 
proposal and it would appear to benefit the tennis community and provide 
additional tennis opportunities for Mississauga residents.

(the nearby railway overpass limits early visibility of the site). 


The building face is approximately 500 ft (152.4m) long and 31.5 ft (9.6m) 
high, and can satisfactorily accommodate a second facia sign.

Achieving a balance between employment opportunities and the skills of the 
labour force is a goal of the Official Plan. An annual survey is conducted to 
monitor the extent to which it is being achieved, and updates the employment 
base established in 1980. 


In summary: 


- Total employment increased from 201,461 in 1985 to 222,223 in 1986. 
Employment in both the Manufacturing & Wholesaling and the Retail, 
Service and Construction sectors increased. 


The number of employers increased from 10,761 in 1985 to 11,671 in 
1986. Total employers in both the Manufacturing & Wholesaling and the 
Retail, Service and Construction sectors increased. 


The Manufacturing & Wholesaling sector accounted for 45.4% of the 
while the Retail, Service and Construction sector 


The Manufacturing & Wholesaling sector accounted for 36.5% of all 
rap id while the Retail, Service and Construction sector accounted 
for 63.' 


The highest concentration of employment was found in the West Malton 
District with a total of 34,273 employees. 


The majority of employers tend to operate small-sized establishments, 
with two thirds (66.9%) employing 9 or fewer workers and 0.2% 
employing 500 or more workers. 


The West Malton Planning District experienced the greatest increase of 
employment from 1985 to 1986, at 24.4%. 


The total employment in 1986 exceeded the resident labour force found 
in the City. 


-  *The labour force participation rate was calculated to be 72.6%. 


*Labour force includes all persons in the City, 15 years of age or over, who 
were employed or unemployed. Labour force participation rate is calculated 
by dividing labour force by all persons 15 years of age or over.
